sUITS I'\':llt A MILLION DOLLARS

Have Been Piled in Charvleston ror
Recovery from U, 8. Government.

Columbia, April 25, — What s
thought to be the largest amount in-
volved in any eivil litigation in South
Carolina is that sought In the suits
hrought against the United Stales
government for delermination of the
purchasoe price of the land on which
the so-called Port Torminals, at
North Charleston, are loeated, Lhe
cases 1o be tried at the term of Ied-
eral Court which starts in Charles-
ton on May 3. The Port Terminals
cases, ag they aro cflllc(l. are on tlie
docket of the May term, this infor-
mation having been received by Lhe
TPederal Court officials here.

It I8 said that the amount involv-
ed in the litigation is more than a
million dollars. The former owners
of the land on which the port ter-
minals are located are suing the gov-
ernment for the amount of money
asked as the purchase price of the
land. The government does not want
to pay the price asked, alleging that
this is too high.

There are four cases in this Htiga-
tion, each brought by one of tho
owners of the land on which the ter-
minals are loeated, The owners are
the Filbin Company, the Charleston
IFarms Company, the Lockwood Co.
and the Seaboard Air Line Raflroad,
